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REMARKS 



Claims 39-45 are pending. Claims 39 and 45 stand rejected under 35 USC § 102 
and claims 40-42 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103. 

Applicant cancelled claim 39. Applicant appreciates notice of the allowable 
subject matter but objected to in claims 43 and 44. 

Applicant requests interview
